Of Social Gains, Senator Declares 


Flat prediction that the next con- 


gress will not weaken or destroy 
labor safeguards was made by Sen- 
ator Robert F. Wagner of New 
York in a nation-wide radio broad- 
cast. 


Effective national deferlse re- 
quires high civilian morale and a 
vigorous economic system backing 
up the armed forces, the senator 
said. To sacrifice social gains would 
undermine national unity, he 


is achieved by sacrificing all that 


a free society where unity rests 
upon the spontaneous co-operation 
of a free people-—a people firm in 
their democratic faith, and con- 
vinced that human progress and 
happiness has no bounds in a land 
where liberty prevails. 


“To those who say that the first 
task of the congress will be to re- 
treat from the liberal and humani- 
tarian reforms of the past seven 
years, the answer must be: De- 


posal to reduce the number of jobs 
by making the hours of labor of de- 
fense workers longer and longer. 
This proposal would defeat its own 
objective.” 


The senator also explained that 
the wage-hour act in no way places 
a maximum limit on hours worked 
by any employe. The only require- 
ment, he said, is that overtime rates 
be paid for all work exceeding eight 
hours a day or 40 hours a week. 


overtime, the senator pointed out. 


Senator Wagner added. “All 
such proposals should bring 
this fact to mind—only the to- 
talitarian nations are wholly 
free of labor strife in peace 
and in war; and they accom- 
plish this at a price we think 
too high to pay—servitude for 
labor and industry, reduced 
morale and increased accidents 
and sabotage. In a contest be-

WILL GET SQUARE DEAL 


On Thursday, the department of 
justice finished its four-month reg- 
istration of aliens, the first special 
count of non-citizens ever made by 
Uncle Sam. The final figures are 
expected to reveal nearly 5,000,000 
aliens, about 1,000,000 more than 
was indicated by the last regular 
census. 

Probably many aliens who hesi- 
tated to disclose _ themselves 
changed their minds and registered 
after hearing a radio talk by Rob- 
ert H. Jackson, attorney general. 
who promised that the government 
would give a “square deal” to any- 
one who registered and told the 
facts about his illegal entry into 
this country. 

“Leniency cannot be extended to 
criminals or to those engaged in 
subversive activities,” Jackson 
warned, but “there will be no ruth- 
less treatment and no indiscrim- 
inate rejection of claims. The gov- 
ernment has no desire to break up 
families or homes neodienaly.”

AFL Pledged to Defense

Sometime last spring, or earlier, 
we predicted that the U. S. would 
be involved in war before 1941 
rolled around.

LEATHER PAY SCALE 


Col. Philip B. Fleming, adminis- 
trator of the wage-hour act has 
approved a 35-cent minimum hourly 
wage scale for the luggage and 
leather goods industry.

WHAT NEXT? 


Westinghouse x-ray equipment 
will soon provide mobile hospital 
service for victims of war in Great 
Britain. A unit has been installed in 
a 22-foot trailer built for the British 
red cross. This mobile x-ray “clinic” 
contains a lead-lined x-ray chamber 
and a complete dark-room for de- 
veloping and studying radiographic 
ipictures of war victims’ injuries.
